Equal Treatment on‘Bebt 
Settlement to Be Insisted On 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18—France's 
reported intention to open discussion 


with Great Britain on an arrange-. 


ment for funding her debt to the Lon- 
don Government occasioned a pre- 
diction at the Treasury today that 
this Govergment, like Great Britdin, 
would insist on equal treatment. 
While there was no‘arnouncement 
of ahy diplomatic move, high officials 
at the Treasury declared it was ob- 
vious that the United States should 


expect a settlement. from France 
when that Nation makes one with 
England. There was déclared to be 
no reason why a militant attitude 
should be adopted here, since 
France’s diplomatic representative 
already has held a series of confer- 
ences on the question with Andrew 
W. Mellon, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 

The French debt to the United 
States is larger than the amount that 
nation owes Great Britain, and in- 
asmuch as both loans were made for 
financing the World War, Treas- 
ury Officials see no reason why pref- 
erential treaément should be ac-. 
corded the British. 

This pronouncement completes a 
cycle of official declarations which 
included the recent announcement in 
Parliament by Winston 
thee British Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, that if any European nation 
owing money to both Great HBritain 
and the United States should pay its 
debt to Washington, similar pay- 
ments would be expected to be made 
to London. 

Altogether the discussions appear 
on the surface to have arrived no- 
where, although officials here are 
hopeful that they may have some- 
what advanced the prospects of a 
settlement all around. 


26 Per Cent Tax on Agenda 


PARIS, Dec. 18 ()-—The Dawes 
plan transwer committee has asked 
the Allies to put the question of tne 
26 per cent German recovery tax on 
the agenda of the finance ministers’ 
conference to meet Jan. 6 in Paris. 
This was done through the Repura- 
tion Commissicn, which forwarced 
the recent letter to Seymour Parker 
Gilbert Jr. Agent-General for Rep- 
aration.

Stanley Baldwin Announces

In this suit, begun in November, 
12.23, the plaintiff charged that the 
had conspired to wrest 
from his control and possession two 
profitable businesses—the American 
Felt Company and the Daniel Green 
Felt Shoe Company. Counsel for the 
defendants said today the case would 
be taken to the Supreme Court on 
exceptions. 

Thus ended one-of th longest 
civil trials in history, the closest 
parallel] being the Tichhorne trial in 
London, Eng.. which lasted 188 days 

The present case has been known 
as the. Willett-Sears case, Edmund 
H. Sears having at one time been 
Willett’'s partner. The suit was 
brought under the nome of ths part- 
nership, even though the partner- 
ship had been dissolved, so that 
while the nominal plaintiffs were 
Mr. Sears and Mr. Willett, the sub- 
Stantial plaintiff was Mr. Willett 

Many Financiers Witnesses

Without Shelter—Third 
Winter of Hardships 


ATHENS, Dec. 1 (Special Corre- 
spondence) The influx of more 
refugées continues to cause further 
embarrassment to the authorities, 
Hardly 100,000 families have yet 
been settled and given sufficient 
Means of subsistence. The other 
200,000 families are left almost with- 
out shelter; tens of thousands of 
them in Macedonia and Thrace are 
camping out under the trees and 
suffering untold hardships. This will 
be ‘he third winter that refugees are 
camping in the open air or under 
flimsy tents. 

The country, it is asserted, 
as concerns its capacity for accom- 
modating the incoming hundreds of 
‘thousands. This may explain why 
the Greek Government is so con- 
cerned at the expulsion of Greeks 
from Constantinople whose influx 
would immensely aggravate the ex- 
isting difficulties of the new-born Re- 
public. 


Conditions Unbearable 


An eminent official told the 
respondent of The Christian Science 
Monitor that, under these circum- 
stances, the Greek Government 
would prefer to go to war with Tur- 
key rather than submit™to the con- 
tinued removal of the Constanti- 
nople Greeks. 

For one reason or another a social 
uneasiness has set in with which 
the Greek authorities are unable to 
cope successfully. The undesired 
‘class antagonism: coincides with the 
-arrival of Mr. Oustinoff, the Russian 
Soviet diplomatic agent, whose ac- 
tivities in the Greek Capital are said 
to have provided conclusive evi- 
dente that Bolshevist representa- 
tives never abandon their chief and 
favorite aim of propagating their de- 
structive ideas in the countries 
where they go, unmindful of the 
pledge they have made to respect 
the laws of the people whose hos- 
pitality they enjoy.

Architects seem to feel pretty

Much space 
is devoted in this book to emphasiz- 
ing the importance of selecting a 
good architect, and what is more, 
proceeding to put faith in him. “The 

architect is a trustee,” says Mr. Her- 
ing. He is insistent on the necessity 
of the architect knowing his clients, 
understanding their needs, and the 
actual human factors of their prob- 


*,lem. The layman does not usually 


have a balanced picture of the prob- 
lem and is likely to propose plans 
that are inconsistent. 

The architect must be tactful, but 
firm in his criticism. It is essential, 
to select him before any 
step is taken in the plans, or build- 
ing, indeed, to help in the actual se- 
lection of the site. It is usually a 
mistake to economize in the matter 
of the cost of his services. A selec- 
tion of the right man will mean con- 
siderable economy in purchases and 
construction later, and.wa personal 
and artistic interest in results. 

Architects, especially young ones, 
make the mistake very often of giv- 
ing a rapid estimate of cost, and tell- 
ing what the exact date of comple- 
An experienced man Is 
too well acquainted with fluctuations 
in the market, and unfavorable labor 
conditions, and uncertain weather to 
speak dogmatically on any of these 
matters. Good architects, says Mr 
Hering, should be capable of esti- 
mating within 10 per cent of the cost. 
It is recommended that he let ‘out 
contracting directly, instead of plac- 
ing his function in the hands of an-

| never cheaply,” says Mr. ° Hering. 
Economies depend upon the nature 
of the plan, type of structure, choices 
of materials, reduction of require- 
ments, market fluctuation, favorable- 
ness of weather, etc. Cut out non- 
exsentials first, he recommends, in- 
stead of making a compromise in 
quality of materials. He enumerates 
and explains more extensively and 
technically many others. 

He devotes a chapter each to coun- 
try houses, suburban, town and gemi- 
domestic. In the country and sub- 
urban houses it is as important to 
develop the exterior surroundings 
as the interior details. The architect 
must be concerned with lawna, 
shrubbery, kennels, etc. The author 
is amused at the seorn of gentlemen 
who exclaim at having to “pay an- 
architect to design a chicken coop.” 
jungalows are not generally inex- 
pensive, as is supposed. They must 
always be planned to conform to the 
surroundings. The ideal. way in 
planning a town house Is to get a 
group of people to share in a lot 
having a common central garden 
and common architectural style that 
can be planned harmoniously.

Schools Exist Where, 
Theos Conditions Obtain 


BUDAPEST, Nov. 28 (Special Cor- 
respondence)—- Educational problems 
in Hungary were discussed here re- 
cently at a meeting of the Woman's 
Union, and the fact was brought out 
that there are eight schools in this 
country where the teacher is re: 
quired to instruct in one class from 
100 to 200 pupils.

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EDITORIALS 


Every so often a cabinet crisis seems to be 
inevitable in France. The foreign policy of 
Edouard Herriot has not 
been repudiated by the 
French people; internally 
he has not committed 
any serious blunders; his 
majority, based on the 
Radical Party with 
friendly support from the 
Socialists, has not broken 
up: and yet difficulties mount up against him, 
and there are rumors that he prefers to retire. 
Whether he does or not, it is incontestable that 
his term has been beneficial both to his own 
country and to its neighbors. 

Had the German elections turned out more 
favorably for the Republicans, who want to co- 
operate with M. Herriot in the restoration of 
peace, it is probable that his position in France 
would have been firmer. The defeat of Ramsay 
MacDonald in England was the first blow. Now 
the French Nationalists applaud the British firm- 
ness in Egypt. which they regard as a repudi- 
ation of the Herriot-MacDonald policy of arbi- 
tration and conciliation under the auspices of 
the League of Nations. The recognition of the 
Soviet Government in Russia has been followed 
by bolder Communist tactics in France, which 
frighten the middle and property-owning classes. 
Inspired by the Nationalist leaders, particularly 
ex-President Millerand, the French Roman 
Catholics have made demonstrations in favor of 
their privileged position in Alsace-Lorraine. The 
interallied debts have not been settled. The 
cost of bread is rising. To balance the budget 
new loans have been required. Certain Radical 
deputies, such as Henri Franklin-Bouillon, a 
friend of M. Poincaré, have begun to show dis- 
affection, a sign foreboding change. 

But until another general election there can 
be no talk of a return of M. Poincaré or Alex- 
andre Millerand, or any other “mailed fist” 
leader. The two men most seriously considered 
are Paul Painlevé and Aristide Briand, both 
former premiers and both members of the Cartel 
des Gauches. Which of the two will be preferred 
depends more on the internal political situation 
than on the international. 

With M. Herriot, Paul Painlevé, who is a 
scholar in politics, was one of the leaders and 
organizers of the opposition to the Nationalists. 
After the victory in May he was elected presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Deputies, but thanks to 
the defection of certain Radical senators, he was 
defeated for the Presidency of the Republic by 
Gaston Doumergue. Personally he is highly 
esteemed, being charming in manners, demo- 
eratic, sincere and loyal, but he lacks the per- 
sonal force, the resolution and hardihood re- 
quired of a leader in troubled times. He would 
have been an ideal President of the Republic, 
but already there are rumors that he may not 
be re-elected president of the Chamber in a 
secret ballot next month; wherefore a public 
vote has been decided upon. Though he would 
have virtually the same support as M. Herriot, 
he can hardly be expected to succeed where his 
friend has failed. And would M. Doumergue, 
who has already blocked his path once this year, 
‘and who is still a personal friend of M. Poincaré, 
nominate him? 

M. Briand is more experienced and more 
astute. He has been a supporter of the Herriot 
Cabinet and has represented it in foreign affairs, 
both at Geneva and at Rome, at the League meet- 
ings. During former premierships he has al- 
ready dealt with both German Nationalists and 
British Conservatives. At home he has shown 
his ability to compromise with the Roman 
Catholics, having been the original administra- 
tor of the Separation Law. With refractory 
Labor he has also managed to get along suc- 
cessfully, as in the threatened general strike 
in 1907.

termined to enrich themselves at the expense 
of an almost helpless public. Necessity proved 
again to be the mother of invention. In Eu- 
rope, as in the United States, co-operation 
among producers and consumers had _ been 
regarded as a possible means of lessening the 
middlemen’s profit, but it had been little more 
than half-heartedly tried. When the problem 
became one of existence, recourse was had to 
the only method that presented itself. How 
well it has worked is indicated by the fact that 
more than 120,000,000 persons are now linked 
up with successful European co-operative plans. 

Many people in the United States who may 
have been inclined to regard co-operative ef- 
forts somewhat indifferently possibly will be 
surprised to learn that in some of the larger 
countries of Europe, such as the United King- 
dom, Germany, and France, the consumers’ 
co-operative societies embrace the largest pro- 
ducers and distributors of foodstuffs, fuel, and 
other necessaries. In England and Germany,

_ feature of the co-operative consumers’, societies 


is the assured return of a great part of the 


| profits of carrying on the business, in the form 
| of dividends to members based on their pur- 
| chases. 


It is found that the net surplus of the 
retail consumers’ societies in the United King- 


' dom in 1922 amounted to $70,000,000. The 
_ producer is automatically benefited by the elim- 
| ination of middlemen’s profits, the aim being 
_to distribute products as directly as possible 
_ from the farm to the ultimate consumer. 


The commission unhesitatingly recommends 


| the adoption, generally, of the system in the 


United States. It realizes that the first step 
is to educate the people to a realization of the 


| possibilities of the plan and the economic ad- 
| vantages which will follow the establishment 
_ of effective working units. 


There is convinc- 
ing proof that in its practical application the 
system has passed its merely theoretical or 
experimental stage. It is adaptable, in the 
view of those who have studied it carefully, 
to present conditions on the farms and in 
urban communities. The necessity does not 
appear to be for the extension of federal or 
state aid so much as a fuller realization of the

of the company’s fine ships.”” “But next year,” 
the passage continues, “there is every prospect 
of a reversion to the full pre-war schedule on all 
lines, as the company hope to resume at the 
beginning of the year their fortnightly service 
to and from Australia by means of the ‘Cathay’ 
Class, now under construction.” 

That it has taken one of the largest and 
wealthiest shipping companies in the world 
something like six years to build up again its 
Australian mail service is a striking commentary 
on the disorganization of shipping which the 
war and post-war conditions brought about, for 
the submarines and mines sank the ships and 
the topsy-turvy nature of the labor world since 
has completed the story of delavs. This latter 
factor indeed has combined with the high costs 
of construction and operation to serving as a 
brake on many mail services, and it is felt even 
more on the North Atlantic than on the Indian 
Ocean. There is only one ship now in existence 
which is capable of over 26 knots for any sus- 
tained period, and this is the Mauretania. 

Unfortunately the arrangements under which 
the postal contracts are granted prevent the 
organization of the fastest steamships so as to 
provide a uniformly fast mail service, and in 
consequence mails arrive and depart at all sorts 
of odd times. What is even more embarrassing 
to the business man is the way mails posted 
early sometimes go on a slow ship and so arrive 
davs after those posted later. 
constant communication overseas are able to 
counteract these irregularities by specifying cer- 
tain ships, but such an elaboration of detail 
should not be necessary. 

The question which naturally arises is whether 

there is anv likelihood of improvement. The 
answer is that it is a problem which can only 
satisfactorily be solved by the provision of faster 
ships. The difference of a knot extra would not 
amount to much on the North Atlantic, but on 
the longer routes, such as the Australian, the dif- 
ference would be quite appreciable. There has 
often been talk of putting very fast vessels on 
the New York route, but the cost of high speed 
is one which shipowners cannot face alone. 
, It is not always realized how costly an extra 
knot or two becomes after a moderately high 
speed is reached; but the price one has to pay 
can readily be seen when it is remembered that 
the Mauretania can do 23 knots with 45,000 
shaft horsepower, whereas to do 261; knots she 
requires nearly twice the horsepower, or some- 
thing like $10,000 on her daily fuel bill. Although 
the war years have intervened and one must 
make allowances for the slow-down in naval 
architecture, it is nevertheless true that this 
ship has remained the fastest ship in the world 
for twenty vears. Up to the present the 
Diesel engine has nothing to offer in the way of 
speed which is likely to eclipse the Mauretania’s 
performance. 

The alternative is a very substantial subsidy. 
There is one paid to the Cunard Company for 
the Mauretania, and there is no doubt that but 
for this the ship could not be run at her speed. 
Subsidies, however, are not altogether popular 
with governments who have to keep a watch- 
ful eve on expenditure, and although Australia, 
for example, has for many years urged faster 
steamships for speeding up overseas communi- 
cations she has not yet come forward with any 
proposals for footing the bill. It is quite certain 
that shipowners cannot by means of private 
enterprise undertake the responsibility, for, not- 
withstanding all the developments of marine 
engineering, the introduction of the turbine, 
the oil engine, and all the intermediate refine-

ments of electric propulsion and so on, nothing 
has yet been accomplished to overcome that 
huge disparity when a ship gets over about 
twenty-three knots. So far there is nothing on 
the horizon which is likely to solve the difficulty, 
which is equally a naval architect’s, as it involves 
the resistance of the hull. It is strange, then, 
that whereas natural science has developed the 
world’s telegraphic resources both by means of 
mechanical transmission and the enormous 
strides of wireless, its every-day letters are still 
subject to delay so that the P. & O. Co., more

is still, on the whole, below pre-war standards. 


If experience had established the fact that

In a recent decision handed down by the 
Supreme Court of the United States, Mr. Justice 
Brandeis, who wrote the opinion setting aside 


the conviction of a Chinese, discusses at length 


the almost unspeakable abuses indulged in by 
those who attempt, by third-degree methods, 


to extort confessions from accused prisoners. 


It appears that the défendant whose case was 
under review had been subjected to interroga- 
tion almost continuously for twelve days, al- 
though he was admittedly unfit, physically, to 
endure such an ordeal. The confession of guilt 
which he was tinally induced to sign was set 
aside because it appeared to the satisfaction 
of the Court that it had not been voluntarily 
made. Mr. Justice Brandeis, in this connec- 


tion, states the law as he interprets it. 


A confession is voluntary in law if, and only if, it 
was in fact voluntarily made. A confession may have 
been given voluntarily, although it was made to police 
officers, while in custody, and in answer to an examina- 
tion eonducted by them. But a confession obtained by 
compulsion must be excluded. whatever may have been 
the character of the compulsion, and whether the com- 
pulsion was applied in a judicial proceeding or otherwise. 


When it. is remembered that the published 
record of this case fails to disclose the most

day by police and detectives, one revolts at the 
crimes committed in the name of justice, and 
wonders how many innocent persons have been 
sentenced to long terms of imprisonment or 
led to places of execution upon testimony thus 
unlawfully procured.

“Thrift and Presidential Dignity” 


| To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 


In the last paragraph of your recent editorial, entitled, 
“Thrift and Presidential Dignity,”’ you state: “The mind 
of the average man rebels at the unusual, and the evi- 
dence is overwhelming that it disapproves of the Presi- 
dent traveling like an ordinary citizen.” 

I think it would make a world of difference as to 
what class of citizen you would designate as the average 
man, whether or not he would disapprove of the Presi- 
dent traveling as an ordinary citizen. Out here in the 
middle west we are apt to think of the average man as 
being the farmer, mechanic, laborer, store clerk, mer- 
chant or country banker. 

The men taken from this class who are riding in 
their Rolls-Royces would be few indeed. Yet the men of 
the classes named above are the classes who must sup- 
port the Nation and fight its battles if need be, and we 
think could be properly called the average man. This 
average man cares nothing for fuss and feathers, nor the 
super-dignity which the few of great wealth or high 
society deem it necessary for the President to maintain. 

Needless to say, this average citizen will be found in 
hearty approval of the great common sense of the Presi- 
dent shown in traveling on a train where other citizens 
travel; rather than in submitting to the ridiculously 
high prices demanded by the railroads for a special train, 
or even a special car, since the safety or the service 
would be no better. This. moreover, will be especially 
appreciated when this same average citizen pays his 
taxes for the current year, for iteis from the taxes of 
the average citizen (all of us) that the bulk of the 
money miust be raised to pay the expense of the Gov- 
ernment.
